After Four-Hour Meeting With 


Board; Arbitration Asked For,

sion then took place over the first 
point mentioned, that is, all reprosen- 
tation to be through the alliance. 
Without anrthinge definite being ar- 
rived at, until Trustee Douglas re- 
marked that it was only a waste of 
time, as there had never been any 
trouble over this point. 

Trustee Scoit said that they had 
to meet the teachers in some way.

Trustee Dr. McPherson said that he

strike, and that if representation was 
the cround for returning to work, 
then it would not be granted by him. 

Mrs. Bishop said that she agreed 
with this attitude. and that if repre- 
sentation was granted by the board, 
there was no reason why might not 
be upset next year. If given at all it 
ehould be done legally. 

Trustee Dr. Melhereen said that he 
was in favor of representation, and 
tad discussed it previously to last 
year, his opinion being that it would 
be of benefit to the board to have the 
eachers there. He was in favor of 
the representation, not so much as a 


benefit to the teachers, but to the 
boacd. 

Trustee Barnes said that when in 
1919 he was elected, this matter ot 


representation was one of the planks 
of his platform, and he considered 
that the etvong vote given to him andj 
Dr. McPherson at the time was proof 
of public support of the proposal. He 
asked the board to grant it temporar- 
il and allow the people to give a 
ruling on it at the next election.

quest of the applicant company. 
If the action of the Dominion | 
Government in hindering oil in-| 
vestment was unaccountable, 
that of those members of the leg- 
islature who opposed the pipeline 
charter was even more so. 

Evidently the Imperial Oil 
company made a cardinal mistake 
in tacties, They should have ap- 
proached ‘the legislature for a 
cash bonus, or a guarantee of 
bonds for the building of the 
pipeline. ‘The members of the 
legislatare who opposed the pipe- 
line charter found no reason to 
oppose a provincial guarantee of 
five and a half mifions for ir- 
rigation- undertakings; which, 
however meritorious, did not and 
could not mean as much to Al: 
berta or to Canada as the devel- 
opment of the Mackenzie river 
field. But the Imperial Oil 
the mistake of proposing 
‘o build a pipeline for their own 

<» with their own money, sub- 
ject to every restriction that the 
legislature might see fit to im- 
pose, except that of being com- 
pelled to carry oil for rival com- 
panies when they needed it to 
transport their own product. 

Some of the logic put forward 
n opposition to the pipeline char- 
ter was, to say the least, original. | 
Because A¥berta pays a very large 
amount to the Imperial Oil com- 
pany for oil and gas brought in | 
from the United States or other} 
countries, that is assumed to be a 
reason why the company should 
not be permitted to make the ex- 
penditures necessary to enable 
that oil and gas to be produced 
in Canada. 

The proposal that American | 
capital should be 
Canada in developing the Mac- 
Kenzie oil fields, seems to have 
aroused the ire of H. W. Wood, 
president of the U.F.A., and of H. 
Greenfield, vice-president, 
well. Their wires or letters ol 
protest read to the legislature by 
the premier seem to have been 
the deciding factor in causing the 
withdrawal of the bill, Daring
